NEW PLANTS DISCOVERED IN 
STUDY OF GRAZING LANDS. 


In making a study of grazing lands 
on the national forests 125 entirely 
new species of plants have been dis- 
covered by the government's” ex- 
perts, and will be named and classi- 
fied by the botanists of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

Their discovery came about thru 
the collection of some 9000 different 
plant specimens, with notes as to 
their habits of growth and forage 
value. This work is part of a com- 
prehensive plan to determine’ the 
grazing value of national forest land, 
in which the capacity of the soil to 
grow certain is to be 


determined and an effort made to de- 
cide for which class of stock, sheep, 
cattle, or goats, the range is best 
suited.

the summit between the Santa Ana 
and the desert, and here the road 
will pass over into Bear valley, fol- 
lowing down Arrastre creek into 
Bear valley. This road will be 
longer, perhaps 15 miles longer than 
‘the Clarke’s ranch road, but it will 
be on an easy grade all the way, 
through fine timber most of the way,

ty commission could not build roads | 
within the city limits, there was 
about three miles and a half of the 
county highway that Upland wanted. 
This small mileage is composed of 
the quarter mile stretch or there-!| 
abouts from the city limits on Tenth 
street to the east to join with the, 
state highway at Red Hill. Another 
section is from the Upland city 
limits on Tenth street to the west 
to the county line, thus joining with 
Claremont, which city plans on im-| 
proving the road which was at first 
wanted for the state highway, | 

Another section of road desired by 
Upland and Alta Loma alike is the 
road from the city limits on Hast 
Nineteenth street running due east} 
to Alta Loma postcffice. On this 
road plans are now on foot to lo- 
cate a state experimental station, | 
and as this road would do much to- 
ward bringing the station to this sec- 
tion, the commissioners’ evidently | 
looked with favor upon the sugges- 
tion of a road through that section. 

Although the commissioners prom- 
ised nothing, some of the plans as 
outlined are very interesting indeed. 
Upland does not get much from the 
bond issue, owing to her peculiar 
position, as the state highway pro- 
vides the city with one good road, 
and with both Tenth street to the 
south, and Nineteenth street to the 
north improved, the city will enjoy 
three excellent throuoghfares. A/| 
road which Ontario has asked for 
running due south from that city 
will connect with Santa Ana canyon 
which road is to be improved, thus 
giving a short route to the beaches. 

To San Bernardino there will be 
along practically 
same route as traveled now, 
while it has been asked of the coun- 
ty commissioners that they build a 
road from Redlands to Colton and 
from Colton to Ontario, thus con- 
necting with the road through Po- 
mona to Los Angeles. North of the 
state highway a road has been asked 
for from Euclid avenue in Upland | 
along Ninetteenth street—this to be} 
the scenic route—passing through | 
Alta Loma, Hermosa, Etiwanda, | 
North Rialto and joining Highland 
avenue to the north of San Bernar- 
dino, which street passes on throug | 
by the Patton hospital for the insane | 
and on to Highland proper, | 


which | 
will connect with East Highlands and 
Redlands from that point. Thu 
would be given three routes from 
one end of the county to the other, 
The state highway being one, the} 
Nineteenth street route another, | 
while the ihird route would be from! 
Redlands to Colton and onto Ontario} 
to connect with the south road thru 
Pomona to Los Angeles, | 
The commissioners seemed deter-| 
mined to find ont just what the peo-| 
ple want and are desirous of receiy-| 
ing any intormation that may assist 
them in their work. Upland is dis-| 
appointed because of the fact that | 
the county commission cannot build | 
roads within the city limits, but the! 
supervisors may be able to help out 
along that line, and thus give to Up- 
land proper more roads, such as the} 
building of the road from Euclid ave-| 
nue west on Teuth street to the 
county line and the entire length of 
Twelfth street in the city limits to 
connect with the state highway 
which will go along that reute.
